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HISTORICAL NOTE 

The Lincoln and Dawson County I r r i g a t i o n  D i s t r i c t  o r ig ina ted  i n  
a meeting he ld  on June 7,  1894, a t  t he  Keiser schoolhouse i n  German 
p rec inc t  of Dawson County, Nebraska. Farmers gathered t o  d i scuss  
t h e  adoption of some system of i r r i g a t i o n  t o  remedy t h e  e f f e c t s  of a 
prolonged drought. 

Pursuant t o  a Nebraska s t a t u t e  of 1895, t h e  Lincoln and Dawson 
County I r r i g a t i o n  D i s t r i c t ,  w i th  i ts  headquarters  a t  Gothenburg, was 
formally organized i n  Apr i l  1895. The d i s t r i c t  issued bonds and 
constructed a canal  which brought water from t h e  P l a t t e  River i n t o  
northwestern Dawson County. The d i s t r i c t  was d issolved a t  an  e l e c t i o n  
he ld  on March 23, 1901. 

SCOPE AND CONTENT NOTE 

The records of t h e  Lincoln and Dawson County I r r i g a t i o n  D i s t r i c t  
c o n s i s t  of one volume arranged i n  one series: (1) Record book, 1894-
1902. 

This  volume conta ins  a b r i e f  account of t h e  a c t i v i t i e s  preceding 
formal organiza t ion  of t h e  d i s t r i c t ,  1894-95; minutes of t h e  d i s t r i c t  
meetings, 1895-1902; and an account of expenditures,  1897-99. 

This volume was received from Paul Henderson of Bridgeport ,  
Nebraska, on March 22, 1962. M r .  Henderson probably acquired it i n  a 
c o l l e c t i o n  of books he bought from Robert H. W i l l i s .
